Itmeans 
that taxpayers' 
money 
shall not 


be used in payment 
of extortionate rates for the furtherance 


of machine politics. 
We contend that the county should pay 


no more for its work than private business 
firms would be 


charged for similar work. 
County printing and other work 


should be brought within the scope of competition, the same 
as in other fields of enterprise. 
Within the lines of open 


competition partisan politics may cut a legitimate figure, but. 
should never be permitted 
to run counter 
to the competitive 


spirit. 
Every dollar 
extracted from the county treasury be- 


yond a fair and reasonable 
compensation is in the 
nature of 


graft. 


After a long-drawn-out 
wait of eleven years, and in face of 


repeated efforts on the part of the Ledger and 
other papers 


of the county to secure 
a revision of the 
schedule 
rates for 


county printing, the 
board of supervisors 
at their meeting 


this week made a start 
to take hold of this question 
as if 


prompted by a spirit of justice and fairness 
to all concerned. 


Itappears that the clerk, under the instructions of the board, 
had secured 
a, list from each county officer of all printing that 


would be required by him during the ensuing 
year. 
The 


matter was discussed 
at some length, in the presence of three 


out of the four newspaper publishers in the county, the lone 
Bcho being the one unrepresented. 
No definite action 
was 


taken, other than that a list of all the printing needed would 
be forwarded to each of the county printers at any early date, 
and each was requested 
to furnish 
to the board 
a price on 


each separate item, and from all the lists so furnished 
the 


board would establish the rates forprinting for the ensuing 
year. 
The question arose as to what line of action would be 


taken when these lists were before the board 
for considera- 


tion. 
The Ledger contended that the present law in regard 


to printing, if carried 
out inits spirit, was simply the em- 


bodiment of the lowest bid system inallits essential features. 
Each printer would be morally bound to do any item or all 
items on the list furnished at the price given in. Itwould 
be a farce to send in price lists unless the understanding 
was 


arrived at beforehand 
that 
the established 
rates were 
to be 


based on the lowest prices given inby the several lists. This 
view prevailed as the 
one consistent 
with economy and the 


best interests of the county. 
The supervisors 
expressed 
the 


opinion that they wanted to have the work done 
as cheaply 


as possible. 
With this understanding 
the 
establishment 
of 


printing rates was deferred untilnext meeting, to enable the 
printers to have ample time in whicli to carefully and intel- 
ligently prepare their lists.

pioneers, 
for 
theirs was the ungaiuly river s te a m ­ 
ers, a n d the great, stage coach th a t 
took th e m over the country as tlie 
lig h ten in g express now takes you. 
The sta g e of today is not the 
stage 
th a t c a rrie d t h i ndventurous m in e r 
on his jo u rn ey to and from the m ines, 
for m o st of them were six and eight, 
horse 
coaches with 
a capacity of 
c a rry in g twenty-Hve or thirty p assen g ­ 
ers. 
I hnve seen eight coaches lite ra lly 
Hlive w ith passengers—all th at c o u ld 
get in sid e and ten or twelve on top. 
The to p of the stages were level, atul 
an iron railing about six inches high 
extended all around on top lik e the 
gun 
w hale 
on 
a 
steamer. 
T he 
passengers sat with their legs han g in g 
down ov er th e iron railing ta k in g a 
hand 
hold upon the iron to keep 
them selves from being thrown from 
the 
co ach 
in 
its terrific 
surges, 
especially when running in opposition 
to a n o th e r contending line. 
in 1864 I wa3 in Nevada county and 
stopping d u ring the early sp rin g at 
the F o re s t House, a stage sta tio n for 
a line co ntrolled aud operated 
by a 
typical southerner by the name of M c­ 
Clure, 
if I remember rightly. 
The 
opposition line was operated by th a t 
well k now n stage man long since dead 
— Hen H aladay. 
I t was in the m id s t 
of the g re a t civil war, and their was a 
great g u l t between those that leaned 
to the S o u th and those that were for 
the N o rth . 
To those who knew him 
M cClure was what was called a rebel 
sym pathizer. 
Hut his business c o n ­ 
trolled h is tongue. 
He was asked one 
tim e w h at bis politics were and th a t 
too before 30 or 40 people. 
“ My politicsY” he said. 
“ I lik e 
quail on toast at breakfast, a little 
ale with salad od roast at noon, aDd 
at night why a little giDgersnap, with 
1 d o n 't care a d 
what as lo n g as 
it keeps m e from having the n i g h t ­ 
m are.” 
Som e smiled, others looked 
at the m an in wonderment, w hile he 
himself said with that air ot triu m p h , 
“ What th e deuoe is it your business; 
i know m ine. ” 
A m an to drive one of those stages 
at th at tim e had to be the very best of 
reinsm au. The stage line run th ro u g h 
Crass V alley, Nevada City, over the 
H en u e r’s pass on to Carson, G enoa, 
Virginia C ity aud other minor p o in ts. 
Mauy tim es you would see the two 
stage coaches of the opposition ¡¡lines 
come th u n d e rin g duwn the road lik e 
one m onster chasing another. 
A half m ile of a stretch of level road 
from a h illo c k to the Forest H o u se 
was as level asjtho Sacramento volley. 
More th an once I ’ve seen the two 
stage lin e s one bebiud the other only 
a couple of hundred yards,[come over 
the hill an d come on a dead run dow n 
the level stretch before them. 
J u d g e 
D avis’ l i t t l e boy, a child of 5 o r ti 
years o ld would see them coming, l i e 
would r u n out to a hard place in th e 
road, lay a large white marble dow n 
and th en would run to get out of the 
way of th e stage. 
The driver w ould 
see the b o y ’s action aud leaning o u t ­ 
ward h e could 
see the m arble, he 
would re in his horses now in u dead 
run in o rd e r to run over the m a rb le 
and it was a fact th a t he would b u ry 
the 
m a rb le 
with 
his front wheel 
oftener th a n be missed it. 
The stage 
would go 
tbuudering past, aud the 
boy w ould run out [dig the m a rb le 
from th e d ir t aud take a satisfied lo o k 
at the stag e as it rapidly disappeared 
down th e road. 
Hen H ala d ay was identified w ith 
nearly a ll the stage lines of any p r o ­ 
m inence in the 
state. 
He was a 
practical business man, and w itbul 
was th o ro u g h ly up to the business. 
He enjoyed a joke and was him self 
inclined to be waggish. 
1 h eard a 
good sto ry ot his humor. 
He w anted 
to go to a certain place and his d r i v ­ 
ing team which he generally used on 
a buggy was completely worn o u t by 
hard d riv in g . 
He accordingly w ent 
to an old rancher and hired h im to 
take him to a certain place th a t he 
had business in. 
The old man h i t c h ­ 
ed up a good spau of horses to a 
good sp rin g wagon and im m ediately 
started on th e journey. 
They d ro v e 
at breakneck speed all night, 
w hen 
the grey daw n of morn burst over the 
hills th e tow n he whs going to roso 
shadowy lik e only a short way off. 
When th e y arrived at their d e s tin a ­ 
tion H alad ay sprang out of the wagou 
and ¡asked 
“ How 
much do i owe 
y ou.” 
“ F o u r hundred 
dollars,” he r e ­ 
plied. 
lluladay looked at him 
iu c re d u l 
ously, h a lt believing be lueuut it an d 
answered, 
“ H 
, that Is as m u c h 
as 1 will m ake out of uiy iiuus c le a r 
this week. 


“ liflt’s go and ta k e a d rin k ’’ said 
the old man, “ an d 
I will tell yon 
what 1 will d o .” 
T h ey went Into the 
nearest saloon and th e old man paid 
for 
the 
drinks. 
A fter they had 
drank, he turned an d said “ Haladay, 
I ’ll tell yon what I ’ll do. 
If you 
will drive my team 
hack, and give 
me a free passage on th at eight hoise 
atage of yours, an d pay all expenses, 
I will call It square. ” 
“ Done,” said 
H aladay. 
“ There 
comes Hill. 
H e’ll take you safely 
out. ” 
“ H ill,” said lluladay, 
“ this Is an 
old friend of m ine. 
H e’a going out 
on the stage th is 
morning. 
Give 
him n good 
send-off,” 
at the same 
time giving Hill th e wink. 
“ All rig h t,” said 
Hill, suavely. 
“ I’ll put tho old 
m an ttuougli all 
right. ” 
Haladay and tho 
old man parted 
company, tho fo rm er going to his 
business, the other to tho stage. 
As 
the old man approached the stand­ 
ing coach he saw m en and women in 
a scramble to get aboard. 
Hill re­ 
cognized the old m an as ho came up, 
and taking him 
by the arm, said 
quickly, 
“ Jum p 
ab o a rd .” 
AH 
crowded inside. 
“ Go on upper d e c k ,” said Hill, point­ 
ing to the top of th e stBge. 
The old 
man climbed into th e buot and from 
there on top aud th rew his lank legs 
across tho railing a n d 
over the side 
of the stage. 
H ill leaned 
hack, 
swarthy iu#appenrauce, mounted into 
the boot and took b is seat beside the 
two men to his left. 
H e untied the 
reins from the pole ot the 
brake, 
threw his whip back upon the top ot 
the stage and tig h te n in g the lines in 
bis hands, 
gave 
th e word to bis 
leaders to go. 
At b is command the 
spirited horses hounded 
into 
the 
collar and were off lik e a sbot. 
The 
coach went hying dow n the road at a 
furious rate. 
T he old m an’s stiff 
brim bat flew off h is head landing in 
the center of the stag e on top. 
Bill 
never decreased his speed, but If any­ 
thing increased it. 
T he old man’s 
legs 
were popping 
up aDd [down 
against the side of th e stage, and his 
long hair hung to b is shoulders, and 
was playing 
like a penant in the 
wind, and he was 
hanging to the 
íound iron railing w ith sheer des­ 
peration. 
When he reached the end 
ot his journey he hobbled away to 
tbe old farm. 
He met Haladay a t th e gate when 
he returned. 
“ Did Hill give y o u a good send- 
off?” asked Haladay. 
“ Bill didn’t. 
If 1 h a d n ’t held on 
the tamed round iro n s on the top of 
the stage, it would have given me the 
greatest send-off of m y life .” 
Haladay produced a p in t bottle of

Entono Hadaraccn died last, S a t u r ­ 
day in Hail Client in H tn te prison. 
The 
news of his death came as a surprisn 
to all; 
no intimation having been 
previously received that ho was 
ill. 
He was a nativo ot California, aged 38 
years. 
Tho rornains were forwarded 
In Ids relatives near Jackson, and 
reached hero Tuesday evening, 
tho 
funeral obsequies hotug held on Wed­ 
nesday, 
services 
In 
the 
Catholic 
Cemetery, 
Diceased leavns a father, who oc­ 
cupies the old home place some two 
miles south of Jackson, also threo 
aiders, Mrs llarsi, residing In Stock 
ton, and two unmnrried who live with 
tie father. 
Nntone lladaracca was a noted c h a r ­ 
acter. 
The crime for which lie was 


s e n t to state prison was tho m urder 
ot John Péndola of Jackson (into, 
which 
was 
committed 
in 
Alpine 
county, while tho two wore pasturing 
stock there during the summer sea­ 
son about, three years ago. 
H e shot 
his victim on some flimsy pretext. 
He was arrested the following day by 
the authorities of Alpine county, and 
conveyed to tho jail at Markleville. 
A. Caminetti, of this city was engaged 
to defend 
him, 
and 
repaired 
to 
Alpine, to do what ho could 
iu the 
Interest ot his client. 
Alpine county 
was not equal financially to t h e cost 
of an expensive murder trial, aud 
furthermore it was doubtful if a jury 
could be secured from tho citizens of 
that sparsely settled region, in which 
Case a change 
of venue would ho 
necessary, 
which would involve still 
heavier expenses. 
Caminetti prevail­ 
ed upon the accused to plead guilty 
tn 
manslaughter 
aud 
the 
Alpine 
authorities under the circumstances 
accepted the plea, and sentenced him 
to a term of years in Han Q uentin. 
lie was of a rugged constitution, 
and the exact cause of his death has 
been tho subject of much ta lk ; 
many 
wild reports haviDg been circulated 
in regard thereto. 
The casket as re­ 
ceived from the 
prison authorities 
boro this inscription of the cause of 
death: 
“ Acute 
Cardiac 
dilatatione 
ch. 
Myoeaid ites. ” 
From which wo gather th a t heart 
trouble was the cause of his demise. 
Tho members of the family here were 
not aware that he was sutferiug trom 


a n y disease, d o intimation from the 
prisoner 
himself 
or 
the 
prison 
authorities ‘having reached th e m to 
that effect. 
The only inference is 
that d ea th came suddenly an d u n ­ 
expectedly.

The urgent need of greater accuracy 
in the 
Indications of 
the average 
clock gives im portance to the s.ugges 
tiotl of J. Jorgensen, a Londoner, 
th a t both public an d private clocks 
can be synchronized at, slight expense 
through either 
th e gas or electric 
mains of the town. 
Tho gasworks, 
for inttitice, may have tho regulator 
clock, which is connected lo the gas- 
main by a sim ple attachm ent that 
has been invented. 
A simple me­ 
chanism is nttacherl to each clock 
entered in the system . 
and Is con­ 
nected by a small tu b e to the nearest 
gas pipe. 
At any convenient timo ot 
day or night, n lever a t tho regulat­ 
ing station is pulled to r u fraction of 
a second. 
This slig h tly reduces tie 
pressure in the m ains, 
and causes 
every 
connected 
clock throughout 
tho town to bo set at precisely the 
sumo time. 
With electric mains and 
connections, the clocks are similarly 
set at uniform 
tim e 
once daily by 
breaking the 
c irc u it 
or reducing 
voltage. 
The famous 
ape-m an, t’itheenne- 
chropus erectus, 
was found about 
sixteen years ago, 
by Dr. Eugene 
Dubois, in the gravel beds of the 
Lieugawan river, n e a r Triuil, in Java. 
The recent explorations in tho same 
locality by Dr. J . Eiborts, the Ger­ 
man geologist, seem to indicate that 
Java had still ea rlier iuhabitants, who 
built tires, 
cooked deer, pigs and 
ancient buffalos an d elephants, and 
hud pottery and sto n e arrow-heads. 
These people, whose bones are not re ­ 
ported among the rem ains found, are 
supposed to have lived 20,UU0 years 
ago. 


Some tall m ercury 
columns 
are 
used in m easuring great pressures. 
One in a well a t Butte-aux-Cailles, 
France is lbOO feet high, and records 
up to UtiO utm ospberes; one at St. 
Etienne, in a m ine, is 1330 feet, re ­ 
cording 530 atm ospheres, and that on 
Eiffel tower is 1000 feet, recording 
440 ntinosphore, E n g la n d ’s highost, at 
tho Technical college, Manchester, is 
175 feet. 


A 
burning 
cliff which 
recently 
aroused fears of u volcanic explosion 
at Lyme Regis, E ugiaud, lias ctdled 
renewed attention to a kind of euitb 
fire not connected 
vvitti volcanoes, 
ot which a few e a rlie r examples have 
been known. 
T h e phenomenon was 
observed nearly tw enty years ago in 
nuother cliff 
of shale about three 
miles from the sam e spot, and still 
earlier the sm oldering fires in a cliff 
of dark blue cluy on the eastern side 
of Weymouth buy attracted much a t­ 
tention. 
The p rim ary cause of such 
outbursts seems to be the oxidation 
of iron pyrites, which is often ubund- 
ant in shales an d dark clays, 
lb o 
lieut generated m ay become sufficient 
to set lire’to some of the sulphui d is­ 
tilled out, yield in g suioke and su l­ 
phurous fumes, 
and the bitumen of 
sornu shales may add ocher inflamm­ 
able material. 
A “British geologist 
suggests that spontaneous combustion 
in the latest casb lias been directly 
due to the effect on the decomposing 
py rites 
of 
ex trem e 
atmospheric 
changes, the heavy ram s that havo 
followed a 
fairly hot summer, or 
possibly to the a c tio n of the sea. 


Cotupaiing the leciprocatiug steam 
eugiue with tiie new power generators 
—especially with the f'arsous turbine 
and gas explosion motors, which are 
itsjjouly real co m p etito rs—A.Uerthier, 
a leading French engineer, finds little 
to choose from th e standpoint of cost 
and safety. The m otor using gas from 
poor fuel or refuse, though iufeiiur 
iu some respects, is very satisfactory 
iu requiring ou ly u 
gas generator, 
with a pipe system of lew ¿pressure 
and low tem perature,aud no auxiliary 
apparatus. 
The steam turbine, witb

P. K. Troy, a notorious butter-in, swore to a 


complaint, on his own responsibility, without a n y authoriza­ 


tion from 
the party injured, charging the defendants with 


the sam e offense. 
This was evidently in furtherance of some 


conspiracy aside from the issues involved in the libel suit. 


Indeed, T ro y himself admits that his motive in m aking the 


complaint was to have the charge ventilated in S a n Francisco 


is that was felie better place for the exploitation of certain 


water schemes that were at one time being urged upon San 


Francisco, and which were said to be involved in the libel 


suit. 
T o a disinterested p arty it looks like an effort to shift 


the place of trial from the county selected by the real com­ 


plainant, and who had a legal right to start it where he did, 


to San Francisco, because th at was deemed more favorable 


to the defendants. 
And under these circumstances the dis­ 


trict attorney's office, notwithstanding that it was loaded down

The status of the saloon question is anything but satisfac­ 
tory in A m ador county. 
T h e exercise of arbitrary-authority 
by the supervisors in lim iting the number of saloons in each 
locality is giving birth to a heap of trouble. 
T h e system of 
limitation in this way under a low license was criticised at 
the time of its adoption as bound to be prolific of trouble and 
annoyance. 
It tends to breed abuses, building u p a favored 
class with governmental sanction. 
Under the license system 
one man thinks he has just as much right to retail liquor 
as another man providing he pays the amount demanded. 
In this laud of freedom every man is supposed to be equal 
under the law, and entitled to the same privileges and pro­ 
tection. 
It will never appeal to the general public as right 
that one man should be licensed to carry on a certain busi­ 
ness on paym ent of a certain sum , and another m an refused 
the same privilege on the sam e terras. Nearly every meeting 
of our supervisors this aspect of the saloon business crops 
up. 
In

Buena Y is ta furnished the sensation, in each case an applica­ 
tion for license being denied on the ground that the respec­ 
tive fields in that line were fu lly occupied. The o n ly straight 
path is to treat all alike. If the low license system s in vogue 
here has led to a superabundance of drinking places— and 
few will dispute this proposition— raise the license to a figure 
that will reduce them to a reasonable limit. 
K eep it as a 
free for a ll proposition; that 110 favoritism can be shown; 
that any m an can get a license by putting up the sam e price 
as his neighbor.

is open to abuses, and 110 matter if it is carried out as honest­ 
ly as it can be, it will always be regarded as unfair and un- 
Am erican, and hence viewed with distrust.
